PROCLAMATION. 

Bv  His  Excellency  JAMES  DOUGLAS,  Governor  of  Vancouver's  Island  and 
its  Dependencies,  Commander-in-Chief  and  Vice- Admiral  of  the  same,  &c. 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  me  that  certain  persons  in  Victoria 
and  elsewhere  have  attempted  to  delude  the  Public,  by  making  pretended 
sales  of  certain  Lands  on  Fraser  River; 


Now  I  do  hereby  warn  all  persons  whom  it  may  concern,  that  no  Lands  at  or  near 
Langley,  or  elsewhere  on  Fraser  River,  have  been  in  any  manner  encumbered  or 
sold,  and  that  the  Title  to  all  such  Lands  is  vested  in  the  Crown,  and  that  any 
person  found  occupying  the  same,  without  due  authority  from  me,  will  be  sum- 
marily ejected;  and  all  persons  fraudulently  selling  the  same  will  be  prosecuted 
and  punished  as  the  Law  directs.
